This should be a boost for medal collecting, 
as thousands of residents and tourists read 
this bulletin. You will find our show is in- 
cluded among the noteworthy events. 

Dummer, N.H., has silver and bronze medals 
available from Clayson Galver , R. 1, Milan, 
N.H. 03588. The 250 silver are going fast 
at $10.50 postpaid and bronze at $3.00.

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School Scrip" (continued) 


Since last issue of Nonagon two pieces of school scrip turned up including: 

New Hampton College Bank, New Hampton, N.H. lc • This has attractive crowned female head in 
fancy frame at left; 1 on fancy label at upper right. "NEW HAMPTON/ COLLEGE BANK/New Hampton/ 
N.H. /ONE CENT". Size is about 2x33/4 inches. 

Kearsage Bank, $5.00. This is identical to $1 illustrated last issue except denomination and 
5 is on fancy label with 12 small 5's in border of the label. Color is less green. 


Laconia State School and Training Center, $1.25, $1.50, $1.75, $2.00, (1970's) 

Quite different from other school scrip is that currently used at Laconia State School for 
the mentally retarded. Here the inmates qualify for weekly "pay" of 25c to $2 or more. 

The smaller amounts are distributed in cash on "payday." The scrip has two purposes. In 
case of loss it can be replaced, which would not be true of cash; and they teach the more 
capable inmates the use of checks in preparation for the time when some may be able to 
live on their own outside the institution. The lower pay may go to those who make their own 
bed, while higher pay goes to those assisting in kitchen or working in the sheltered work- 
shop making pipe hangers or packaging golf tees. These say "Negotiable only at residents' 
store". However, one or more turned up in a downtown bank. 


Older people remember the bank holiday of 40 years ago when Roosevelt ordered all banks 
closed. Emergency currency of many kinds were prepared to facilitate business. Some of 
the earliest wooden nickels appeared at this time. Banks and private firms issued scrip 
of various kinds. New Hampshire specimens seem to be quite rare. 


Concord Clearing House Certificate, March 7, 1933; $1, $5, and $10. The serial number and 
large letters showing value were printed in red, with the remainder in black as illustrated 
on inside cover. The Concord Clearing House included banks of Concord, Suncook, and Pitts- 
field. A former Concord banker recalls seeing these burned, but a few survived with punch 
cancel "PAID/ 11 17 33 / 54 25 " 

New Hampshire Clearing House Association, March 10, 1933, $1, $5, and $10. This issue was 
probably produced in larger quantity for the whole state, and more attractive design was 
practical. Fancy border and wavy lined background were in green, with numerals in white on 
fancy black labels in each corner. These seem to be very rare also. 


Wheaton and Yantis were coal and wood dealers in Tilton. Their 25c "Tilton Scrip" was 
issued following the bank holiday declared March 4, 1933, by the Bank Commissioner of New 
Hampshire. They promised to redeem the scrip 24 hours after the close of the Bank Holiday, 
but stated "This certificate must be redeemed within 10 days after the close of the Bank 
Holiday. Apparently most of them were redeemed as few specimens are known.
